nip Building Trade Labour 


Mr. Herbert Kenochington, 
F. R. I. B. A., the architect and town- 
planning consultant, said to-day that 
the crux of the post-war buildin 
problem will lie in the personnel at 
the building industry. The total 
number of workers in the industry 
increased er cent. between 
1924 and 1938, in that year they 
numbered 1,050,000 persons, of whom 
one-half were craftsmen and one-half 
labourers. The number now engaged 
in the industry is so depleted that 
it is estimated that if all the men 
trained in building now serving in 
the forces were returned to the in- 
dustry the total engaged in building 
operations would not exceed 425,000 
men. The number required for the 
post-war building programme will be 
a million and a quarter, with full 
work for a period of ten to twelve 
years.

Pigs in Palestine 


A copy of the Palestine Post, 
which a reader has been good enough 
to send me, tells of a tremendous 
increase in interest in pig-breeding 
in that country.
